On page 33 the authors of this work note-that Pope Leo, in 
another Encyclical, entitled “Catholicity in the United States,” 
warmly praised the attitude of the American government and its 
laws towards religion, even if he did add “it would be very er- 
roneous to draw the conclusion that in America is to be sought 
the type of the most desirable status of the Church.” 


The Pope had just differentiated between “neutrality” and 
“friendliness.” In many countries “neutrality” has traditionally 
spelled opposition. “Separation of Church and State” always 
meant just that in Latin countries; it even meant persecution 
of the Church by the State. 


The essence of Pope Leo’s argument, defending the theory, 
was this: Where the citizenry of a nation is almost wholly Cath- 
olic, its rulers should be sympathetic and cooperative. Would any 
one hesitate to subscribe to that doctrine? isn’t government 
“for the people’? 

Many of those who are fighting the Catholic Church over 
here have been Anglophiles seemingly oblivious of the fact that 
England has had the closest kind of union of Church and State, 
union whereby the head of the State is also the head of the 
Church, whereby the head of the State appoints Bishops, and 
wherein Parliament passes on doctrine and on liturgy. They 
never criticize Norway, nor Sweden,- nor Denmark for having 
had such union with the Protestant state, where until the last 
century other forms of religion were not recognized. They do 
not even raise this question against Prussia where, until World 
War I, the Kaiser was both Emperor and Pope; nor against Rus- 
sia where the Orthodox Church was actually governed by the 
Czar, nor Yugoslavia where the late King was also the head of 
the State Serbian Orthodox Church. | 

On pages 34-37, Ryan and Miller express their opinion 
concerning the sort of sympathy the American government 
should show the Catholic Church if there were a union of Church 
and State. But critics of this work charge the authors with 
saying that there should be that sort of union even now.

more foreign missionaries in the 
country now than there were in the 
pre-war days of restriction and op- 
position, The number will increase 
during the coming year, however, 
as reports received here reveal a 
growing realization in home coun- 
tries of the needs and opportunities 
in the changed and changing Japan 
of today. 

When the war ended there were 
963 foreign priests, Brothers and 
Sisters in Japan. Since then about 
125 have been added, but the great 
majority of these had been in the 
country before the war. Until 
Christmas, 1946, only missionaries 
who had formerly worked in Japan 
and -had a place to return to, were 
permitted to enter. Since then new 
missionaries have been allowed in, 
but the small number of these to 
arrive so far would hardly com- 
pensate for deaths.and withdrawls 
through sickness since 1941. 

The bishops of Japan have in- 
vited religious orders and mission 
societies to take up work in their 
dioceses and have suggested spe- 
cific openings. They have em- 
phasized the special opportunities 
awaiting English-speaking priests 
heré and have also stressed the 
need for social and educational 
work. Parishes and areas amount- 
ing to prefectural divisions, within 
the dioceses, wil] be allocated to 
missienary groups, who wid labor 
under their own local superiors but 
under the jurisdiction of the bish- 
op. 

The response thus far promises 
some of the badly needed help. The 
Jesuits and Divine Word Fathers, 
'who have been in Japan for years 
,are receiving considerable additions 
‘to their numbers. Other communi-

One apostle 
didn’t even know of the existence 
of Epistles written by others. 

Cardinal Newman, answering 
questions such as yours, makes 
this observation: 

“Scripture tells us what to be- 
lieve, and what to aim at and’ 
maintain, but it does not tell us| 
how to do so; and as we cannot do 
‘it at all unless we do it in this | 
manner, or that, in fact we must | 
| add something to what Scripture 
| tells us. For example, Scripture | 
tells us to meet tugether for pray- 
er, and has connected the grant 
\of the Christian b'essings on-God’s

We begin with the arrival of 
the new procurator, Porcius Festus, who had come to replace 
Felix. His brief tenure of office, beginning in 60 A.D., was 
abruptly terminated by his death in 62 A.D. A much higher type 
of man than was Felix, he was more of. the cut of the traditional 
cold, legalistic Roman administrator. But he entered office with a 
very definite disadvantage, at least so far as the case of St. Paul 
was concerned. Felix, for all his faults, knew well those Jews

Not so Festus, at least at the 
beginning of his administration. His inexperience all but cost St.

The vague consciousness of 
God which they may retain is im- 
potent as a motive in daily conduct. 
The moral regeneration which is 
recognized as absolutely necessary 
for the building of a better world 
must begin by bringing the indi- 
vidual back to God and to an aware- 
ness of his responsibility to God. 
This, secularism, of its very nature, 
cannot do.

our times. Research students of 
varying shades of opinion are seek- 
ing the formula for a sound pro- 
gram of economic reform. Their 
common objective is a_ beneficent 
social order that will establish 
reasonable prosperity, provide fam- 
ilies with an adequate income, and 
safeguard the public welfare. The 
Christian view of social order re- 
jects the postulate of inexorable 
laws which fix recurring cycles. of 
prosperity and depression. It lays 
the blame for instability in our 
social structure on human failure 
rather than on blind and incontroll- 
able economic forces. It faces the 
plain fact that there is something 
pravely wrong in our. economic 
life and sees in secularism, with its 
disregard of God and God’s law, 
a potent factor in creating the 
moral atmosphere which has favor- 
-ed the growth of this evil. Point-

Economic problems goom large in| 


property, there comcs that irra- 
tional economie¢ individualism 
which brings misery to millions. 
Helpless workers are exploited; 
cutthroat competition and anti-so- 
cial. marketing practices follow. 
When men in labor organizations 
lose the right social perspective, 
‘which a sense of responsibility to 
God gives, they are prone to seek 
merely the victory of their own 
group, in disregard of personal and 
property rights. The Christian 
view of economic life supports the 
demand for organization of man- 
agement, labor, agriculture and 
professions under government en- 
couragement but not control, in 
joint effort to avoid social con- 
flict and to promote cooperation 
for the common good. In default 
of this free cooperation, public 
authority is finally invoked to 
maintain a’ measure of economic 
order, but it frequently exceeds the 
just limits of its power to direct 
economic activity to the common 
good. In the extreme case, where 
Marxian Communism takes over 
government, it abolishes private 
ownership and sets up a totalitar- 
ian state capitalism, which is even 
more intolerable than the grave 
evils it pretends to cure. Surely 
it ought to be plain today that 
there is no remedy for oer eco- 
nomic evils in a return either to 


nineteenth century 


If we abandon secularism and do 
our economic thinking in the light 
of Christian truth, we can hope- 
fully work for economic collabora- 
tion in the spirit of genuine de- 
mocracy. Let us be on our guard 
against all who, in exiling God 
from the factory and the market- 
place, destroy the solid foundation 
of brotherhood in ownership, in 
management, and in work. 


The International Community 


In the international community 
there can be only one real bond 
of sane common action—the nat- 
ural law which calls to God, its 
Author, and derives from Him its 
sanctions. There is objective right 
‘and objective wrong in interna- 
‘tional life. It is true that positive 
human law which comes from 
treaties and internation conven- 
tions is necessary, but even these 
covenants must be in accord with 
God-given natural law. What may 
seem to be expedient for a nation 
cannot be tolerated if it contra- 
venes God’s law of right and 
wrong. In the international com- 
munity that law has been flouted 
more openly, more widely, and 
more disastrously in our day than 
ever before in the Christian cen- 
turies. Shocking crimes against 
weak nations are being perpetrat- 
ed in the name of national secur- 
ity. Millions of men in many na- 
tions are in the thralldom of poli- 
tical slavery. Religion is perse- 
cuted because it stands for free- 
dom under God. The most funda- 
mental human rights are violated 
with utter ruthlessness in a cal- 
culated, systematic degradation of 
man by blind and despotic leaders.

“But,” it adds, “wherever, despite 
their lapses, they have held stead- 
fastly to their Christian ideals, 
the way to effective reform and 
progress has been képt open.” 

The remedy for the shortcom- 
ings and sins of Christian peoples 
is surely not to substitute secul- 
arism for godliness, human vagar- 
ies for divine truth, man-made ex- 
pedients for a God-given stand- 
ard of right and wrong. This is 
God’s world, and if we are to play 
a man’s part in it, we must first 
get down on our knees and with a 
humble heart acknowledge God’s 
place in His world. This, secular- 
ism does not do.”
